Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Regarding claims 10-18, Costa (5787258), Doviak (2003/0017845), and Binder 
(2002/01 59402) do not disclose the structure of the network loop monitor as laid out in 
claim 10 wherein the 'network monitor is configured to initiate one of a healing operation 
and a disconnect operation if an error ratio between good data detected by at least one 
counter and detected bad data detected by the at least one counter exceeds a preset 
limit.'
